The Chinese -question—or, more plainly, 
the subject of Chinese immigration— has 
received a sudden and unlooked-for Im- 
portance by the atrike of the. Australasian 
Steam Navigation Company’s acamen, in 
consequence of the employment of Chinese 
on board some of the company’s boats. For 
some time past, the labouring portion of 
the community in the metropolis have held 
meetings, and protested against further 
Ohinese immigration ; and only recently, a 
petition upon the subject, containing 15,000 
signaturcs, waspresented to the Legislature ; 
but these proceedings have attracted little 
notice, because they have been viewed more 
as evidencea of discontent, and desire for 
popularity on the part of a few designing 
individuals, who have thrust themselves 
fato,the position of working-class. leaders, 
than,as expressions of honeat conviction on 
the pixt of the working classes of the colony. 
The sttike of tho seamen employed in the 
service of Marge company Jike the Austra- 
lanian avigation Company, however, 
is o matter, that claimed prompt and 
sorlous attention, and being closely con: 
neoted with the importation and employ- 
tmoent of Chinene to the detriment of 
Evropeans, the Chinese Immigration ques- 
tion immediately assumed an importance 
it had not torn before, The expansion of 
commerce, and the value of the Australian 
colonies as a field for commercial enterprise, 
have iniuced « large steamship company— 
the Eastern and Attstralian Mail Steamabip 
Company—to run on the Australian coast 
i number-of steamships which have become 
the sucdetsful rivals of the etéamers owned 
by the long established A. 8, N, Qo., chiefly 
because the boats of the E. and A. Oo, ure 
worked with Chineso crews, To meet tho 
rival company on equal terms the A. 8, 
JR. Oo, determined to employ Chinese crews 
on board those of their steamers running 
in tropical waters, and engaging in the

opposition steamers. For several years past, 
while{the company havo increased their fleot 
and the number of their omployds, they 
have not proportionately increased the 
dividends fdr ihe shareholders, ‘and the 
course taken by the company in employing 
Chinumen was forced upon them by the 
reduction of freight and the high rate of 
wages in the trades where the steamers run. 
Apparently, no arrangement ie likely to be 
come to between the company and the nfen 
on strike, The men refuse to return to the 
vessola until every Chinaman is discharged, 


rand the company will not discha-ge the 


Chinamen, ‘Tho men must remain on 
strike, and be supported from the funds of 
their Union, and from subscriptions given 
by other societies of the kind, and by the 
publio ; and those of the bouts of the com- 
pany for which crews cannot at present be 
found must be laid up until a‘sufticient 
number of Ohinamen to man them can be 
obtained from China. That.course appears 
to the directors of the company to be the 
only way out of the difficuly; but if that 
course be taken, the men, will look to the 
publio and to Parliament f.+ both on ex- 
pression’ of opinion on the matter, and 
support. . 

‘Tho general question of Chinese immigra- 
tlon formed the subject of a publio mesting 
at the Masonio Halt on the evening of the 
same day on which the strike of the seamen 
took place, 
the auspices of tho New South Wales 
Political Reform Union, This society is 
distinguished nejther for poaseasing much 
influence inthe ‘sgmmunity, nor for any 
remarkable or disjdtoreatod ability in its 
leaders ; buf“taking the popular question 
of the hour in band, and securing the 
assistance of the Trades and. Labour Qouncil 
to which, perhaps, every labouring man in 


the metropolis belongs, the Union secured a. 


large. attendance at their mecting anda 
strong expression of opinion againat further 
Chinese immigration into the colony. Ac: 
cording to the resolutions passed unani- 
mously by ,the meeting, an anti-Chinese 
League will be formed; an anti-Chinose 
agitation’ will bo commenced and carried on 
throughout the -colony; and by ovory 
legitimate means an endeavour will be 
made to put an end-to the introduction of 
Ohinese into Now South Wales, : 


(Sydray Morning Herald, Nov. 23.) 

The A, S, N. Gos steamer Coonanbara 
has returned from Newoastlo, with, what 
nesistance. the-compacy could obtain, and 
will be Isid up. ‘The laying up of alf the 
ateamors in port, fur the present, at leas‘, 
is the intention of the directors. Efforts 
will be made to discharge the cargoes, 
however. A communication has been sent. 
from the head-office of the company to the

‘The deputation explained 
that the action of the dismissed juniors was 
in no way connected with the strike of the

engineering profession. It was arranged 
tht the deputation should have an inter- 
view with the directors of the company in 
the afternoon, We cannot learn that the 
company has taken any specific moasures 
for obtaining seamen for their steamers ;

2.. Tho atrike-is causing great inconveni- 
ence to shippers by the A. 8, N. Co,’a boats; 
and we understand that. Mr John Soe, ona
